HALF A HUNDRED 


BODIES RECOVERED 


Remains of Most of Victims 


are Charred Beyond 


Recognition. 


Chicago, Jan. 21.—Possibility that 


t 
the list of dead in yesterday's trag- 
edy at the intermediate crib may 
reach sixty-six was expected today by 
Coroner Hoffman. 
There are forty- 


seven, bodies at the morgue, which 
corresponds with the number reported 
missing by the Jackson company. But 
the company's 
pay roll was iucom-. 


plete and inquiries have been received 
for nineteen men whose names were 
not on the pay roll, but who were said 
by relatives to have been working at 
the crib by the day. 


Of the thirty-nine injured who wore 


rescued yesterday, fifteen remained 
at the hosplals today. 
Of these the 


condition of five was said to be seri- 
ous. 


President Joseph D'Andrea, presi- 


dent of the Sewer and Tunnel Miners' 
association, expressed the fear today 
that the death list may reach one. 
hundred. 


"I told him," he said, "that there 


were about 175 men. working at the 
crib when the fire started. 
If this 


.proves true the number of dead will 
easily reach one hundred. 
Many of 


the men who are missing are undoubt- 
edly at the bottom of the lake and 
their bodies will probably never be 
recovered.

ITALY'S GREAT PROBLEM. 


Rome, Jan. 21.—Italy is confronted 


with a grave problem, the caring for 
the 200,000 persons made homeless by 
the earthquake of last month, in Sicily 
and Calabria and who have dispersed 
not only to the interior of their native 
provinces, but have gone in great num- 
bers to Naples and other of the large 
cities of the country. At present, it 
Is estimated, it is costing $100,000 a 
day to meet the simplest necessities 
of the poor, a sum which neither in- 
ternational charity nor the state can 
long continue to bear. 
Furthermore, 


the bestowal of charity is having, an 
ill effect upon the lower classes, and 
many disorders are reported to result. 
It is strongly urged here that public 
works be speedily inaugurated to af- 
ford/ employment for those who can 
labor and that the bestowal of chariiy 
be restricted to those who are sick or 
helpless.

Dental Made in Behalf of New Presi- 


dent of Venezuela. 


The Hague, Jan. 21 .-Certain allega- 


tions recently published in Paris to 
the effect, that there existed a secret 
understanding between Juan Vicente 
Gomez, president of Venezuela ' and 
Cipriano Castro, his predecessor who 
is now in Berlin, aroused suspicion 
here, and Jose de Jesus Paul, the spe- 
cial commissioner of President Gomez 
to the -states of-Europe, was question- 
ed on the subject today. He promptly 
gave out a formal denial. The devel- 
opment, in Caracas since i.iie advent 
of President Gomez, he declared dem- 
onstrated the absurdity of the'sto'rv 
He said the fact that, numerous Ven- 
ezuelan exiles expelled by Castro al- 
ready hail returned and established

the church and support colleges. They 
include, moreover, so many powerfu 
and masterful men that «heir ideas 
tend to become the reigning ideals o_ 
the community. In Europe there is an 
aristocratic class subordinating busl 
ness to living, and their humanistic 
appreciation of things leechs down

ATLANTA, Georgia, the manufacturing and distributing .center of large terri- 


tory in the south, had a population of nearly 90,000 at the last census and claims' a 
full 100,000 now. It has 1,078 arc lamps of 2,000 candle power and 477 incandes- 
cent lamps of 75 candle power illuminating its streets. 


This means that there is one arc lamp for every 92 of the population and one 


75 candle power incandescent for every 209 inhabitants. 


Applying the same ratio of lights to people Fort Wayne should have 674 arc 


lamps and 296 of the 75 candle power incandescents on its streets and alleys. 


BIRMINGHAM, Alabama, another industrial center of the south, has 45 800 


population and 600 arc street lamps, or one to every 76 inhabitants.

This translated into Fort Wayne equivalents would give us 816 arc lamps 


wherewith to discover how many more we need because of our especially scattered 
population. 


HOLYOKE, Massachusetts, with its ISTew England prestige as a manufactur- 


ing center, supplies 578 arc lamps to light the streets for a poulation of 50,778.

business shall continue without any 
possible interference, or any power of 
cancellation, unless it he by a ma- 
jority vote of the people or else by 
conviction in a court of competent 
jurisdiction of tho violation of the law. 


"A license of this character would 


immediately remove tho saloonkeeper 
from the realm of politics; It would 
save him from the demands of tho 
blackmailer; it would give him a feel- 
ing of permanency and a desire to 
conduct a business that is to be perma- 
nent in the best possible manner. 


Would Issue No More Licenses. 


"We, furthermore, contend that no 


more licenses ought to be issued un- 
til the proportion is not greater than 
one for each 500 of population, so that 
ach of these licenses would possess 
very great value. 
"We also contend that the price paid 


-• the saloonkeeper each year for the 
rivilege of doing business should be 
easonable. 
"We then insist that in considera- 
on ot so valuable a license, the pen- 
Ity for the violation of law should-be 
mandatory, and that no discretion 


tiould be lodged with any-judge or 
"censing board. 


"It is our idea that for the first con- 
iction of the violation of -law-on the
